REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hollis: 
Gentlemen : 


I have the pleasure of presenting herewith my fifth annual 
report as superintendent of your schools. | 


Teachers. 


Your schools opened in September with five teachers who 
had been in the service of the district for periods of from 
one year to a service of more than two decades. You were 
fortunate in securing two new teachers of experience and 
training to fill the vacancies caused by the resignations of 
Mrs. Brisson and Miss McGary. The employment of an 
assistant in the Junior High has made the work in that 
school less complicated. With a headmaster in whom you 
had great confidence, based on her previous service in her 
position, and with so efficient a corps of teachers, the pros- 
pects of a successful year were very good. I beheve our ex- 
pectations are being realized. 


The Marking System. 


A word of explanation at this time of our marking system 
may not be amiss. Lack of understanding the significance 
of the marks on the pupils’ cards very frequently causes much 
uneasiness for the parents and leads to unpleasant situations 
for the teacher, and sometimes for other school officials. 
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We have adopted in our marking system a five point scale, 
with four grades above the passing mark, and one to indicate 
any degree of attainment, however poor, which is below such 
a standard. The vital point is the standard of attainment 
fixed for a passing mark. This should represent an absolute 


quantity and should not be subject to the caprice of any school 


official, whether teacher, superintendent, or board member. 
Tt should represent such attainment for each grade as is 
known to be secured on promotion by the pupils in the aver- 
age school. To fix such a standard with any degree of cer- 
tainty has been up to recent years an impossibility. Any 
teacher or other administrative officer could, of course, guess, 
but there was no data for forming any reliable judgment. 
This has all been changed. From the many and much used 
scales and the standardized tests of today, the teacher or 
superintendent can form a very definite idea of. where the 
passing mark should be in the scale of attainment in any 
school subject. 

When this crucial pomt has been -fixed, the grading of 
those above the passing mark is a comparatively easy matter. 
In the five point scale, we give a mark of A, for the excep- 
tional attainment, such as is found from the curve of normal 
distribution is secured by 7% or 8% of the pupils in the 
schools in the aggregate. B, is given for the rest of the upper 
third, C, for the middle third, D, for that portion of the low- 
est third which is above the passing standard, and F, for all 
below passing. 

- The mark C, then, represents the attainment of the larg- 
est class, the great class of average ability, while B, is a mark 
which any parent should be proud to see on the child’s ecard, 


and A, is for the exceptional few. Understanding this, it is. 


inconsistent for a parent, claiming but average ability or 
behavior for his child, to expect marks of A and B. These 
are marks for pupils of more than average abilities and be- 
havior. We have such pupils in our schools and we have pro- 
vided this way in our marking system of grading them. 


Ss 
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This scheme for marking the attainment of pupils is the 
one used, or approximated, in nearly all school systems of to- 
day. It can be reduced to a per cent basis wherever there is 
an advantage in so doing. 


Vaccination. 


I recommend to the board that they adopt a ruling that 
parents must conform to the provisions of the statute in re- 
gard to vaccination before they are allowed to enter a child 
in grade 1. Although the statute states that it shall be the 
duty of the local board of health to enforce the law, it has 
frequently been found that there is less interruption of school 
work when vaccination is insisted ‘upon before enrollment 
in the schools. The board has a right to insist upon this 
and most parents will conform to the statute rather than 
keep their children home until they are eight years of age. 

The Nashua School Board adopted such a rule sometime 
ago. In the last report to the State Board but 9 unvacci- 
nated children were reported found in all of the schools of 
the city. ‘There should be the same observance of the law in 
our rural sections as in our cities. 


In General. 


It is to be exceedingly regretted that funds were not avail- 
able this year to finance the supplying of a hot drink for the 
children at their noon lunch.- I am aware that the Hollis 
people and their societies have had an unusual call for con- 
tributions this year, but no cause could be much more worthy 
than one that related to the children’s health. 

I am giving below some statistics gathered from the regis- 
ters and the General Statistics report, and I am also at- 
taching reports from your headmaster and your supervisor 
of music, to which I invite your attention.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


As another year’s work in connection with Hollis High 
School has now closed, I take pleasure in submitting the fol- 
lowing report. 

Kleven students graduated from the Junior High School 
in June. Seven, of the eleven, entered the high school in 
September. ‘T'wo of the four, who did not enter, are attend- 
ing the Nashua Business College. Only one member of the 
High School did not return, at the beginning of the school 
year, namely, Rose Davis of the Class of 1927. During the 
summer vacation she decided to change her course from the 
Classical to the Commercial, therefore, joined the Commer- 
cial class of the Nashua High School. 

Our school offers only two courses, a “Classical Course,” 
college preparatory and a “General Course.”

Pupils are not permitted to change from one course to the 
other except for a justifiable reason. 

As an evidence that the scholastic standard is being main- 
tained, I take pleasure in calling attention to the fact that 
the Hollis High enjoys the full approval of the “State De- 
partment of Public Instruction,” at Concord, and is also on 
the list of high schools approved by “The New England Col- 
lege Hntrance Certificate Board.” 

The installing of the piano, a gift from Mrs. May Wor- 
cester, in the high school room has been a great asset to our 
course in music. The laboratory is used as a class-room, 
when required, thus permitting any teacher in the building 
to use the piano for their music lesson periods, _ | 

Last June Rey. C. F. Hill Crathern delivered a series of 
lectures before our students on the subject “The World War.” 
Mr. Crathern visited us again on the afternoon of December 
the twenty-first, the closing of our school for the Christmas 
vacation, and read Dickens’ “Christmas Carols,” to the 
Junior High and High School students. Any person who 
has heard Mr. Crathern read can fully appreciate the pleas- 
ure, entertainment, and education given us in this reading.

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Hollis school has two very great advantages, first, the co- 
operation of the lbrarians of the iown Library with the 
teachers in the loaning of books for school use, and, second, 
the musical course under the instruction of Prof. John 
Priske. 

The concert given in the Town Hall, November second, 
under the auspices of the High School, by the Nashue Ar- 
tists’ Ensemble, is certainly worthy of mention. Seldom has 
a Hollis audience the opportunity of listening to a program 
such as was given by these artists. 

At the Commencement in June prizes were awarded for 
the best poems, first prize to Mary Szlosek of the Class of 
1924, second prize to Leonard Rule of the Class of 1926 and 
for the best original story to Norman Howe of the Class of 
1925. 

The boys have organized and maintained a basketball team 
which has given a creditable account of itself thus far.
